Be up and doing, British Colunihiaus! 
There is going to be a race in which 
tho e.xerciso of all > our energies and 
faculties will be required to keep alioiid. 
flands must bo taken from pockpts; 
shop shutters come down earlier and go 
up later; and no opi)ortuuity let 
pass to push a safe and legiiinuuo 
business. There will be prizes for all 
who deserve them; and we want to seo 
old friends who have manfully shoulder- 
ed tho burthens of i he past carry off 
the sweepstakes of the future. De- 
pend upon it, the cliangc will bo great, 
becau..t. the j'-jwth of the country con 
sequent on the expenditure of §2,000,- 
000 a yeiir, the purchase and shipnient 
of goods, the absorption of labor, the 
consumption of native products; the en- 
couragement of uiniiufiicturos, and the 
increase of the public revenue nnist 
cause evei'y vein of trade nnd indusiry 
to pulsate witii new life. Tliis ha-s been 
the effect of rnihvay construction in 
Oregon, in California, throughout the 
United States and Canada — every- 
where, in fact, where supply mid de- 
mand have been connected by rail- 
ways.

The anxiety of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to award tlio contracts to a 
firm of which British Columbians are 
members has been favorably comment- 
ed upon. That object has boon accom- 
plished. • A pioneer 6rm of Columbian 
merchants are deeply interested in the 
railway contracts. That is a wise and 
eminently proper arrangement. As 
British Columbians are largely interest- 
ed in the couutry the firm are in the 
best position to encourage and foster 
local productions of every kind; and 
we are solemnly assured that they in- 
tend to do it. How favorably docs the 
course of. the Dominion Govcrnmont 
in their encouragement of British Co- 
lumbians contrast with tho policy of 
the Government of the Province in re- 
spect of dry dock construction. Wiili ' 
them local lalent, capital and labor art- 
at a discount; hence we find them reach- 
ing out all over creation to induce 
"men from abroad' to take an im- 
portant contract that should pro])oriy 
be done by home hands. It is a pity 
that our rulers do not imitate the 
example of their liptt«rs at Ottawa. 

THE HHoKfi^sr RUOTE TO 
fiKAGET. 

The people of Chilliwhack district 
are to be commended for their energy. 
They have aont out at their own ux- 
pense a party to clear the trail to Ska- 
get river — the distance being onlylroui 
40 to '15 miles. This route, if ilie I'e- 
presentations made respecting it be 
correct, will certainly capture the bulk 
of the traffic. The tedious Seattle route, 
with its rushiii'.' river, its canon, its 
Jacob's ladder, its Sourdough, and V'er- 
non mountains, which stand like 
grim sentinels to guard the treasurn.s 
of tbeuew El Dorado, cannot compete 
with the route via Victoria city and 
Fraser River. Until a road has hoeji 
built on the American side from the 
head of navigation on Skaget River to 
the diggings miners with pucks on their 
backs can climb Jncob's Ladder and 
get along somehow ; but how 
are they to be fed? Mules cannot 
climb a ladder or scale mountain.s 
which are so precipitous that birds can 
scarcely find rest for tho soles of tlieir 
fiet. And the Seattle people arc 
boasting of the superiority of tiioir 
routeandarcattractiiig minors there who 
can only wait for the weather to mod- 
erate and tho trail to open before pro 
ceeding on their way. Now, in view 
of the fact that the Skaget mines can be 
reached early in tho .reason only from 
the Bf-'Ash side of ti.e line, and can 
only be suiip' ja at any season from 
this side, an elFort should ho made to 
bring the superior claims of our route 
to the notice of the incoming miners, 
A steamboat trip of ninn or ten hours 
will convey a miner to Chilliwhack, atui ' 
land travel oi -lO miles will place hiui j 
in the heart of the tliggiugs. This fact j 
should bo published far and wide. It ' 
would be stupid for Columbians to hide 
their electric light under a bushel whon 
the gloom is rendered moie apparent 
by the farthing dip of the Seattleites.

And, because ho 
persisted, as any parent would, who 
day after day went home to a suffering 
family, ho was finally voted a bore by 
those who should liavo inado it their 
duty and thoir pleasure to help one so 
situated. •' 

Ihon, driven to desperation, ho did 
what was altogether excuseable, though 
most indiscreet in ono socking oiUco at 
the hands of those in power, ho began 
to publicly denounce thoso whom ho 
felt, and had ground for feeling too, 
were not p.aying tho attention to hia 
case wdiich it deserved. Even then, a 
great Government might have smooth- 
ed down its rulHed dignity longonough 
to give a man who was starving on ac- 
count of his ellbrts to servo it, some 
place that would at loast furnish his 
family food. But, after this, tho more 
ho tried, the harsher he was treated. 
There could bo no unbendings of such 
a unghty Government for a man who 
had denounced its prominent men. As 
politics run, of course ho had no right 
to expect anything; but tho equities 
were all on his side for all that. 

Of lato he has been in despair. He 
could not get away from the city. He 
had seen bis wife and children set out 
into tho street, and slri|)i)ed of tho 
little loft them from tho baggage, 
which was recovered after nearly a 
year, moth-eaten, mildewed, and almost 
entirely destroyed. ' He has been de- 
nied admission by nearly all officials. 
In this condition, and in the frame of 
mind that waa the natural result of it, 
he went with the crowd on New- Years 
Day into the White House, and insult- 
ed the President. It was a gross of. 
fence, and one that deserves the sever- 
est condemnation. But,, in spite of it, 
it would still bo a gracious thing to 
give a man who has sud'ered as he has 
a ])lace that would enable him to do all 
he has asked for — namely, give his 
family bread.

in all §27.37; I also produce certificate of 
incorporation under -seal of tho Registrar 
General of Joint Stock Companies. (1869). 

Cross-esamined- The entry in the regis- 
ter of shareholders was made at tho time 
the assessments respectively were made, 
and I point out tho defondaiit'.s name in 
tho register. The dircct<-""a of tho Com- 
pany at the time tho si-xth assessment was 
made wore Jas. Burns, U. P. Uithet, 1. 
B. M-ason, R. Lipsett and S. A. Spencer; 
Burns, Rithet and Lipsett were appoint- 
ed at a general meeting of the sharehold- 
ers on tho 6th February, 1879; I. B. 
Jlason was appointed on tho 0th February

The old man and- girl 
arc lying close together in tho north- 
west corner of tho house. The old 
man's skull was broken. .Mrs. Don- 
nelly is lying in one of the middle 
rooms and shows cvidenco of being 
beaten to death. The son 'lies in tho 
front of the house. It would appear 
from large clots of blood on the outside 
of the door that he was killed outside 
and throwii into tho burning building. 
There is as yet no clue to the perpetra- 
tors of this wholesale murder. A jury 
has been summoned and an inquest will 
bo held at once.
